Mr. Shean opened the argument for 
the affirmative by declaring that Can- 
ada bad four times as many miles of 
railway per capita as any of the Euro- 
pean countries and twice as many as 
our neighbor to the south. The pas- 
senger rates do not begin to pay for 
the expenses of a railway, which must 
depend entirely upon the freight 
charges. It these were high, because 
of the cuoruious capitalization, the 
price ot wheal must bo corresponding- 
ly bigh. This tends to keep Canadian 
wheal from the European niarkels. 
Tho <iifllciilly, he siUd, of bcUIub grain 
to the ports during tho three or four 
months immediately following tho har- 
vest could be met by building eleva- 
tors in which the wheat could be 
stored until tho opening of navigation 

}Ir. Lemay based his chief point 
upon the fact that, although Canaaa 
had enough transcontlncntals or art 
cries, she did not have enough feed 
ers to supply the main routes. For 
this reason many of Canada's wonder 
ful resources lay undeveloped, and 
wore ronscquently a loss nol only to 
llio country, but also lo the railway 
itself. The object of the railway is to 
open up development, and for this 
purposn Canada could. not be said to 
1)0 ovor-.siipplied. 

.Mr. Dooth pointed out that much ot 
Canada s railway mileage was unne 
cessary. In many barren, tracts of 
land three lines were doing the work 
which one could do if the companies 
would centralize, As a result of tfils 
waste, the earnings of Canadian rail- 
ways were only 48 per cent, of those 
of European and American lines. 

.\lr. LlvlnBstono closed the argu- 
ment for the negative by reminding 
his hearers of the C. P. R., which had 
been built through an undeveloped 
land al a. time when Canada wa-s al- 
ready apparently over-supplied with 
railways. The results, so well known 
lo all, surely justified the step then 
taken by tho Government. The pres- 
ent Government also realized the need 
ot railways by giving large grants and 
subsidies to the C. N. It. Money was 
bolns spent in foreign countries by 
shipping wheat through the Panama 
Canal. If Canada's railway system 
was adequate, this money would be 
spent at home. 

Mr, Shcan's rebuttal was eloquent 
and very much to tbe point, 

A discussion followed, during which 
light refreshments were served and 
enjoyed by all. Thus the most close- 
ly contested and in^resting debate of 
the season was brought' to a. close.

Do Something! 



To dispel apparent misunderstandings which have arisen re- 
garding the stand taken by the Daily on the question of training 
in the C. 0. T. C, a statement of explanation seems necessary, for 
those who have misinterpreted the attitude of this paper. 

It seems inconceivable that any person in his right mind 
iEhould have questioned the sincerity of the Daily's opinions in re- 
gard to the students' duty in such a time as this. It can only be 
attributed to parallel and not convergent conceptions. All know 
and realize in what a critical condition the Empire i§ at present. 
The real seriousness of tlie war is boinp borne upon us as never 
before, when the roll of honor of graduates, undergraduates and 
past students is steadily mounting. Each week sees the addition 
of the name of some IMcGiil man wlio has met a glorious death in 
fighting the battles of liberty and civilization. Germany's Nemesis 
is still lagging. Men, more men, and still more men, is still tlie cry 
of the War Office, to meet tiie accumulated preparation of the 
enemy. Since 1870 Germany has been deliberately training men 
and collecting munitions, and now witli those, is carrying on her 
war of aggression, with the avowed intent of smashing Great Bri- 
tain and descending upon her Dominions. These latter include 
Canada. Consequently, it is our war. 

Indubitably, then, it is the duty of eveiy student physically 
fit, to devote all his available time and attention towards aiding 
the Empire at this time oftimes. How he can do this, of course, 
is left to his own discretion. If his constitution allows it, and his 
domestic circumstances permit it, his clearest duty is to make his

Science students, however, may find courses in en- 
gineering and artillery more congenial, medicos the Ai-my Medical 
Coi-ps, and shell making for those who arc not physically perfect 
for overseas service. But one thing may be said ; the C. 6. T C is 
primarily for McGill students, • 

In fact, it is the duty of every British subject to do something

Marguerite Parrcll was well receiv- 
ed, but not as well as her talent de- 
served. She is graceful, sings well 
and has a stage appearance that is 
far above the ordinary.

Doai Sir,— No douL,i I will be hc-

minded persons who come to a Britloh 
Uni'wr.sity . . . and stand between 
the devil and the deep sea, through the 
columns of your estimable paper. I 
cannot seem to understand that stuff 
about the devil and the deep sea, but 
I suppose it's all right, einauating as 
it docs from a senior in Arts, 

It is not my purpose, Mr. Editor, to 
bore you with flowery figures ot 
-speech, big words or sarcastic 
phrases, but on the other nana < am 
not going to mince matters, but will 
speak plainly and l)hmtly from the 
facts. In the first place, I regret very 
much that this correspondence has 
been deemed necessary by the critics 
of Americans in ^IcGlll. It is thu ilrst 
intljiiatlon I have ever heard that the 
presence of Americans was obnoxious. 
It will be the one dark cloud on the 
horizon of my Canadian college edu- 
cation. 

In the next instance, Mr. Editor. I 
can And no underlying motive for this 
man Roscvear writing as be does. Is 

it with the hope ot gaining notoriety 
or of placing hiniBelf In a favorable 
light before the officers of the C. 0. 
T. C? If it is the former, he has suc- 
ceeded admirably at the expense of his 
reputation ; if it is the latter, he has 
been a miserable failure, for I am well 
enough acquainted witli the above of- 
ficers lo know that they recognize 
merit only in a man and not the abil- 
ity to hurt the other fellow's feelings, 
even if ho does liappen lo bo an Amer- 
ican. Perhaps it was with the idea of 
squelching Americans once and for all 
and making them feel that they were 
not wanted here, and that they should 
be conspicuous in the background. If 
so, he has again failed, for I And that 
ho has stirred up a sentiment that 
serves to cement even to a firmer de- 
gree the friendships I have in McGill 
with true Canadians. Indeed, it was 
only after considerable urging on the 
part ot some of my Canadian friends 
that I consented to bother about re- 
plying to Mr. Roscvear at all. 

Some of his remarks are so absurd 
that they will have no effect on level- 
headed, sober-minded (Canadians. l'"'or 
instance, in your issue of Nov. 17, be 
says some Americans think that Can- 
adians ought to turn aside from their 
serious business of military training 
to consider them. He calls such things 
preposterous (that's a good word), bo 
do I. No American in McGill ever said 
any such thing. Further, he says cer- 
tain persons actually in the C.O.T.C. 
have asserted that The Dally should 
not Influence students not interested 
in jullilary affairs. Well, wasn't that 
the sentiment of the speakers at the 
annual meeting of the Students' So- 
ciety? And, surely Mr. Uosevear has 
not the audacity to say that all ine 
speakers were Americans! It was tlic 
sentiment of that meeting, and is tiic 
sentiment to-day, that every student 
in McGill has the inalienable right lo 
choose his own course In thlb matter, 
to follow the dictates of bis own con- 
science and not lo bo criticized or 
called a, "Jellyfish" if he decides not 
in favor ot the ultra-military few. 
This brings me to discuss the state- 
ment he makes to the effect that a 
policy of neutrality was moved by an 
American on Ihc Daily staff. Pardon 
my pernicious inlcifercnco, but I'm 
the guy. He finished the paragraph 
with a great long sentence about how 
I fell regarding putting my country- 
men in a false light, and something 
else about the general policy of a Can- 
adian university. Now, yuii know how 
The Dally staff stood nt that meeting. 
Jlr. Editor. After there had been 
some discussion as to the policy The 
Daily was lo adopt, as a result of the 
sentiment expressed at the Students' 
Society meeting, every one present 
was in favor of a policy of neutrality. 
The president of the staff asked that 
some one make a motion to that ef- 
fect, and I, trying to be agreeable, as 
always, obliged him. The motion was 
seconded by a Canadian and unani- 
mously carried by the staff of a Cana- 
dian college daily paper, composed 
(with a few exceptions) of Canadian 
students. Mr. Uosevear certainly flat- 
ters my diplomatic or political nhiilty 
when he insinuates lliat 1 could "put 
anything over" on The Dally staff. 
Voii rcnicmber. Mr. Editor, that Uose- 
vear was not at that meeting; In fact, 
he isn't even on The Daily staff, nor 
did any of hia friends who are on the 
staff and who were at that meeting 
say anything against this policy of 
neutrality. 

Roscvear says Americans agitated 
against the 10 per cent, bonus granted 
to CO.T.C. men in Science, and calls 
It pernicious interference; and in the 
next sentence admits that some Ca' 
dian Science men did the same thing. 
Of what kind of interference were 
Ihey guilty? 

1'he whole thing is unforlunate. Mr. 
Editor. It looks to me as if Mr. Uoso- 
vear wanted to erllicl.se the staff of 
The McGlil Dally in general and ils 
attitude toward the C.O.T.C. in iiartlc- 
ular, hut didn't want lo come out bo'ti- 
ly with the courage of his convictions, 
hut rather hide behind the fact that 
there were one or two Americans on 
llie filaff who were influencing it (he 
certainly is a wonder at grasping at 
straws), and that by knocking them 
he would relieve tils troubled con- 
science. 

Did the question ever occur to you; 
Mr. Editor, why It is that those stu- 
dents who arc always urging their fel- 
lows lo be more patriotic and who are 
so enthusiastic regarding the C.O.T.C. 
have not long ere this Joined one of 
the University Overseas Companies 
and left for active service, or why it 
Is that those who criticise the most 
severely the efforts of those who are 
^ndAavorioa: to ito their beat in. caU

Calcutta, India — R. D. Anstead, 
planting expert, announced at a recent 
conference ot the United Planters' As 
sociatlon of Southern India, that the 
war bas "reduced our plantations to 
the verge of potash starvation." The 
reason of this, Mr. Anstead proceeded 
to explain, was that Germany had al 
most a monoply of the supply of pot 
ash fertilizers, which were obtained 
from huge deposits nt Sta.ssfurt. The 
board of trade stated that the sales of 
the German potash syndicate in lOl-l 
amounted to £74,000,000 sterling, and 
In 1913 to £96,000,000. Few other de- 
posits of potash existed, though re- 
cently deposits of potassium carbon- 
ate had been discovered in Spain, near 
Coldona. 'Whether, when the war was 
over, they would be in a position of 
independence of Germany for their 
potash remained to be seen. But it 
was to bo hoped that 
mines would be sel- ., as part of the 
indemnity sbp w ,id have to iiay. so 
that th'TR could be no question again 
of a German monopoly. In the niean- 
tlme, .Mr. Anstead dlsrii.<!spd a number 
of fertilizers which might bo used in 
place ot potash, such as saltpeter, of 
which there was a considerable quan- 
tity in India, green manures and wood 
ashes.

THE HAN VraO ASSAILED FBE^'CU 
AKD KITCHEXEB. 

Arthur Lynch, M. P., who assailed 
the conduct of the war in the British 
House of Commons, is an ex-soldier, 
but tlio only fighting he bas ever en- 
gaged in was against the Bmpiro. 
During the South African war he was 
known as "Colonel" Arthur Lynch, in 
command of a so-called Irish Brigade 
that took up arms with the Boers. 

At tho conclusion of tbe war Lynch 
was elected by acclamation to the 
House of Commons by tho city of Gal- 
way, but his arrival in England to 
take his place in Parliament was sig- 
nalized by bis arrest for bigh. treason. 
He was tried, condemned to death, bis 
death sentence commuted to ttnprlson- 
ment for life, and was finally par- 
doned and set free by tbe late King 
Kdward. Some years ago ho was re- 
elected to the House of Commons by 
West Clare, denounced his former 
sentiments, became an independent 
Nationalist, and since tho beginning 
of the war has been heard at recruit- 
ing meetings In Ireland. He is an 
author of some note, a Journalist, and 
popular at Westminster.

Brugeois real'ze that it is quite pos- 
sible that the Allies may find it Im- 
perative, sooner or later, to bombard 
the historic old city in order to oe- 
stroy the imiiortant positions estab- 
lished ihorc by the Germans. Tbe 
chief subject ot concern, howeTer, 
with the Brugeois, is the denrnîss of 
living. Though the Germans have 
fixed C maxinuim price tor articles of 
food, they do nothing to stop specula- 
tion, and tiie consequence is that tbo 
prices arc quite beyond the reach ot 
tho inhabitants. The relief commit- 
tees' have almost exhausted tbeir 
means in spite ot the devotion and 
self-sacrifice shown in supplying 
funds.

When officials of the Griti.sli army 
sent word to the United States that 
Johnnie roc, football .star and soldier 
ot fortune, was Iclllcd while fighting 
with the Allies on the northern boun- 
dary of France, they wrote the last 
chapter in the story of the most re- 
nuirknblo life ever led by an ntblelo. 

Johnnie Poo was the first of a 
family ot great football players to en- 
ter Princeton.

Ijcavlng college, he en- 
tered a broker's office In New Yorh.. 
but the excitement of Wall street did 
: not seem to satisfy hint, and when the 
■Spanish war broke out In JS'.IS he en- 
] listed with the college troops and was 
ja hero in the rush up San Juan Hill 
I Then he cnlisfed for three years in 
(ho United States regular army and 
wont to the Philippines as a lieuten- 
ant. 

Returning, he tried mining in Alas- 
ka, then in Arizona. He became a cow- 
I'l'v In Arizona and was prominent 
>ing the bandit chasers. He went 
to Central America and joined in the 
liig revolution there. Later he joined 
ilio ipliels in the Nicaragua-Honduras 
revolution, was taken a.s a spy and 
freed on the promise that he would 
leave the country. 

Poe went to Mexico whore he took 
up mining. His mine was raided; he 
protested, and Alcxican officials laugh- 
ed at him. So ho joined the rebels In 
tho Madero revolution and secured the 
pi-oniise of the rebels leaders to pro- 
tect his mining interests. 

Ho went back in New York when 
the European war broke out. He has- 
tened to Ireland, the home of his uu- 
ccstors, the De La Poor family, and ' 
was placed In the Royal British Ar- 
tillery. When the Black Watch, as the 
Forty-Second Highlanders are known, 
needed experienced men to handle 
ouick-firing field pieces, he was trans- 
ferred, and It was while with the 
Black Watch that he was killed. Sept.

We get better grub than at G les- 
sen — five .meals a day. The first 
consists of a cup of coffee; the sec- 
ond, a cup ot coffee and half a sau- 
sage; the third Is a bowl of soup, 
which wo greatly enjoy In tills hot 
weather; the fourth is a cup of cof- 
fee and a small piece of cheese; and 
the last is a cup of tea and a bowl of 
potatoes and half a sausage. "We 
also get n loaf of bread (about J% 
lb.) every five days."
